Attracts Big 


Field In Stale 


SACRAMENTO W — A big 
field of 385 candidates will 
battle for congressional and 
legislative nominations t h i s 
June in California’s first pri­ 
mary election since the repeal 
of crossfiling. 
Secretary of State Frank M. 
Jordan announced today that 
211 Democrats, 172 Republi­ 
cans and two Prohibitionists 
have filed for the 130 seats. 
Filing closed April 1. 


S E A T S A T S T A K E 
At stake are the state’s 30 
seats in the House of Represen­ 
tatives. all 80 Assembly seats 
and 20, or half, the Senate 
posts. 
The contest takes on added 
political importance 
because 
the 1961 Legislature will reap­ 
portion 
Assembly 
and Con­ 
gressional seats. 
It will be the first primary 
since the 1959 Legislature abol­ 
ished crossfiling. Under the 
crossfiling system, a candidate 
could be elected in June by fil­ 
ing for and winning both party 
nominations. It can still be 
done, but only by victory in 
one’s own party plus sufficient j 
write-in votes to capture the j 
other party’s nomination. 


97 F O R C O N G R E S S 
There are 97 candidates for 
the 30 congressional seats, 60 
for the state Senate and 228 
for the Assembly. 
Eight lucky candidates will 
get a free ride in the June 7 
primarv, unopposed on their 
own or rival party tickets. 
They are Democratic Con­ 
gressmen John E. Moss of Sac­ 
ramento and B. F. Sisk of Fres­ 
no; Sen.

Teachers in the San Ansel­ 
mo School District last night 
declined an administration of­ 
fer for a merit pav plan. 
Instead, a Ross Valley Teach­ 
ers Assn. report recommended 
to the district board an over­ 
all teacher pay hike of 6 per 
cent. 
The merit pay plan had been 
suggested by a San Anselmo ad­ 
ministration com mi t t e e. It 
would have retained a set pay 
scale, but given bonuses to 
“ outstanding” teachers. 
In rejecting the plan, a “ ten­ 
tative” statement by the teach­ 
ers association stated members 
“ agree in principle with the 
recognition 
fo r 
exceptional 
service, but reject merit pay 
for such service.” 
The statement went on to 
say that scholarships, extended 
study in the U.S. and foreign 
countries and leaves to observe 
outstanding 
educational 
sys­ 
tems should take the place of 
merit pay for “ outstanding 
teachers. 
The rejection of the merit 
pay plan also will go to the 
Fairfax and Kentfield boards, 
who undertook the study with 
San Anselmo. 
The school board heard a 
recommendation

pay scale be increased 6 per 
cent on all levels The scale 
now' ranges from $4,600 to $8,- 
0 0 0. 


Also recommended were a 3 
per cent increase for those with 
masters’ degrees, 5 per cent 
for those with doctors degrees, 
no matter what step on the 
scale.

The 
billion names include many 
dup lications, of course, since 
a census is tak en ev ery 10 
y ears. 
You can find out what the 
files say about y ou by p ay ing 
$3-$4 if y ou want the informa­ 
tion in a hurry . Before send­ 
ing any money , y ou should 
g et an ap p lication form by 
writing to the bureau’s P e r­ 
sonal Census Serv ice Branch, 
at Pittsburg .

WASHINGTON 4* — The 
Nav y — ap ostle of the mov ing 
duck theory as ag ainst the 
sitting duck — would lik e to be 
this country ’s first line of de­ 
fense. It may nev er be, but 
it’s mak ing p rog ress. 
Since World W ar II, 
the 
sea-g oing arm of national de­ 
fense has been ov ershadowed 
by the dev elop ment of the 
fast, long -rang e bom ber and 
the intercontinental ballistic 
missile lICBM). 
Ev en the worth of the air­ 
craft carriers, with their short 
rang e p lanes, look ed question­ 
able. 
Then the Nav y beg an dev el­ 
op ment of an atomic-p owered 
submarine cap able of firing 
the Polaris missile— with a 
nuclear w arhead, 1.200 miles. 
In time it hop es to hav e 45 
such subs. It has only two 
afloat now’. N one will be in 
op eration till fall. 


LAST WEEK President Eis­ 
enhower 
ap p rov ed 
step p ing 
up the p roduction rate. 
In 
three y ears th e Nav y may 
hav e 21 of these submarines 
which can stay out of sig ht 
of an enemy , slip close to a 
continent, and start firing . 
Each Polaris sub can fire 
16 missiles. 
The Nav y ’s big p itch for the 
Polaris-missile submarine can 
be sum m ed up thus: 
An enemy would k now the 
launching sites of this coun­ 
t r y ’s ICBMs and its shorter 
rang e missiles abroad because 
th e y ’d be on fix ed p latforms, 
immov able. T hey ’d then he 
sitting duck s for enemy mis­ 
siles turne d loose in a sur­ 
p rise attack . 


RUT THE POLARIS subma­ 
rines are lik e mov ing duck s 
whose locations would be un­ 
k nown to an enemy and— in 
case an enemy beg an a missile 
attack on this country —could 
fire 
their 
own 
1.200-mile 
rang e missiles ag ainst any e n­ 
emy targ et. 
And they 'd be out of sig ht 
while they did it. 
Adm, Arlcig h Burk e, chief 
of nav al op erations, has ar­ 
g ued that if a nuclear war 
started— since all the destruc­ 
tion would be on land on both 
continents— the Nav y , net a 
stationary targ et, Would be 
the only defense line left. 
Burke do esn’t sell the a ir­ 
cra ft ca rrier sho rt, either, a nd 


naturally , since h e ’s an ad­ 
miral. No m a tte r what any ­ 
one else think s of the future 
role 
of carriers, the 
Nav y 
brass is hig h on them. 
But th e re ’s a difference be­ 
tw een the use of a carrier and 
the use of a Polaris subm a­ 
rine. The form e r would be at 
its best in a limited war, such 
as around Formosa. The Po­ 
laris-submarine missile would 
be mainly for all-out nuclear 
war. 


BURKE HAS SPOKEN out 
a num ber of tim es on the two 
subjects: 
“ As long as y ou need m a n­ 
ne d aircraft for any ty p e of 
warcraft, y ou’ll need carriers. 
And y ou’ll need m anned air­ 
craft as long as y ou need 
search and attack missions 
wh ere y ou’v e g ot to look for 
y our targ et before y ou strik e 
it.” 
He has described the use 
of the Polaris sub this way : 
It “is g ood for only one 
thing —to destroy cities. It’s 
the best city destroy er in the 
world. It will destroy any city 
y ou want — any p lace, any 
time. That’s all it’s g ood for, 
thoug h. 
“ It's no g ood for destroy ­ 
ing a v illag e. It’s a g ood wea­ 
p on for mass destruction. Car­ 
riers on the oth er hand can 
do mass destruction if they 
w ant to, but th a t is not their 
p rim ary job.” 
The Nav y also p uts up this 
arg ument: A Polaris sub costs 
about 100 million dollars. F or­ 
ty -fiv e of them would cost 4^ 
billion dollars. But they w’ould 
last for about 20 y ears.

AFTER RECORD 
Fast-Stepping 
Britons Zip 
Through Here

San Rafael wasn't even a flag 
utop for two tough-hiking Brit­ 
ish Royal Air Force sergeants 
who stormed through north­ 
bound on foot this morning like 
a doubleheader fast express 
passing up a tank town.

brought to him. 


John R. Hendrickson of 27 
Dellwood court, San Rafael, 
yesterday was sentenced to 25 
years in federal prison for em ­ 
bezzling more than three mil­ 
lion dollars from a Long Beach 
bank. 
The government had charged 
during his trial that it was one 
of the largest embezzlements in 
the history of American bank­ 
ing. 
Hendrickson, 40, father of 
seven, was arrested last May 
and was convicted three weeks 
ago. 
A wealthy manufacturer, lie 
had faced a prison term which 
when all counted up could have 
totaled 130 years, and a fine 
of $130.000. 
He was sentenced to serve 
the 
maximum 
term 
of five 
years each on five counts of 
misapplying funds and conspir­ 
acy. 
Twenty-one 
other 
counts 
against him were suspended by 
Alexander Bicks of U. S. Dis­ 
trict Court in I^os Angeles. 
Hendrickson, who maintained 
he was innocent throughout the 
trial, thanked Bicks after sen­ 
tencing.

said. 
He admitted perjuring 
himself during the trial, and 
apologized to the judge.

Fairfax Names Cordes 


Permanent Police Chief

Clifton C. Cordes was unani­ 
mously appointed permanent 
chief of police of Fairfax by 
the Fairfax City Council last 
night. 
The appointment provides 
for a six-month probationary 
period and a starting salary of 
$530 a month. 
Chief Cordes scored 85.7 out 
of a possible 100 points in a 
civil service examination last 
week. The then captain and 
acting chief was the only per­ 
son to take the examination, 
although the four patrolmen 
serving under him were also 
eligible. 
The 
city 
council 
denied 
James Cusumano a permit to 
add a third story on his apart­ 
ment house at 235 Bolinas 
road. The council followed the 
recommendation of the city 
planning commission. 
Cusumano, present at the 
meeting, contested the reason­ 
ing for not allowing another 
story. The council requested 


city p l a n n i n g commission 
chairman W. E. Radtke to ex­ 
plain for them. 
Radtke told Cusumano that 
the apartment has more units 
than a lot of 7,500 square feet 
should contain. “ Generally, the 
decision is based on what is 
considered 
good 
planning," 
Radtke said. He said Fairfax 
must “ be geared toward spa­ 
cious country living” and that 
“we don’t want this city to be 
like San Francisco.” 


An angry council heard what 
was supposed to be a report by 
Building Inspector Robert Roy 
on a home being built on Deer- 
! park drive by Gale Braith. The 
report was in the form of a 
narrative dialogue, apparently 
between the builder and the 
inspector. The report, reading 
like a TV script, discussed the 
construction of the building 
but never reached a conclusion 
as 
to 
whether 
it 
satisfied 
building codes. 
"This report is obviously fa­ 


cetious and either we get an­ 
other report or we get another 
inspector,” said Mayor Edward 
A. Smith. “ I don’t think Roy is 
either a good playwright or a 
comedian.” 
Braith, councilmen said, has 
been building his house for 
seven years. “ Although it may 
look abominable to some peo-: 
pie, if it satisfies the building 
codes we have no right to stop 
him,” said Vice Mayor Albert 
Fox. 
City Atty. Wallace S. Myers 
suggested adoption of a new i 
plumbing code requested earli-' 
er by the council. It would re-; 
quire that no plumbing con­ 
struction be permitted except 
by licensed contractors. Coun­ 
cilmen 
objected 
that 
they 
thought it unconstitutional. 
A 
home 
owner “ has 
an 
American right to do his own 
work,” said Fox. He added that 
he thought the intention of the 
council was only to amend the 
fees in the code. The matter 
was tabled. 
The city attorney pointed out 
there was no provision in the 
law for extending a garbage 
collection contract w i t h o u t 
opening bids. This bidless ex­ 
tension had been done in 1950, 


according to Wallace, and the 
p r e s e n t garbage collection 
franchise is due to expire. Wal­ 
lace was instructed by the 
council to look further into the 
matter and report at the May 
9 meeting.

Street Supt. Charles N. Thorn­ 
ton to have plans and specifi­ 
cations 
drawn 
for 
$11,000 
worth of overlay work on Fair­ 
fax streets. 


The council introduced an 
amendment to the building 


code adding a requirement for 
curbs and gutters. 
It was suggested that fire 
and police personnel be re­ 
quired to take yearly physical 
examinations. Mayor Smith in­ 
structed the city clerk to in­ 
quire if county health depart­ 
ment services could be ob­ 
tained for the examinations. 
City Clerk Alice Leonesio 
announced that a special meet- 
ng to swear in newly elected 
officers will be held next Tues­ 
day at 8 p.m. in the council 
chambers. 


Roaming Dogs 
Protested 


The Fairfax City Council got 
its “ dog letter” last night. 
City Clerk Alice Leonesio 
read a letter from Charles V. 
Snyder of 41 Westbrae drive. 
“ Some law must be made," 
wrote Snyder. “My neighbors 
loose their dogs on my prop­ 
erty after I go to sleep . . . 


I need protection for my prop­ 
erty . . . After complaining to 
one dog owner for the fifth 
time he threatened me with a 
gun.” 


Mayor Edward A. Smith said 
it would be impractical to try 
to control Fairfax dogs. “It is 
a countywide problem and per­ 
haps should be handled by 
them,” Smith said. 
Snyder mentioned also in the

Teachers in the San Ansel- 
mo School District last night 
declined an administration of­ 
fer for a merit pav plan. 
Instead, a Ross Valley Teach­ 
ers Assn. report recommended 
to the district board an over­ 
all teacher pay hike of 6 per 
cent. 
The merit pay plan had been 
suggested by a San Anselmo ad­ 
ministration c o m m i t t e e. It 
would have retained a set pay 
scale, but given bonuses to 
“outstanding” teachers.

It Won't Be Long Until State 
Legislature Meets Annually 


Last week the special session of the 
1960 state legislature finally adjourned, 
a week after the regular budget session 
had concluded. 
California's peculiar legislative setup, 
which calls for a regular session on odd 
numbered years and a 30-day budget 
session in even numbered years, had 
once again run its course. 
Using his prerogative, Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown called two special legislative 
sessions this year to run simultaneously 
with the budget session. In the second, 
he incluuded just one item, capital pun­ 
ishment. This was quickly disposed of 
by the solons and the second special 
session adjourned. 
The first special, however, was a dif­ 
ferent matter. The governor put near­ 
ly two score items on the agenda. There 
were such major things as the automo­ 
bile anti-smog bill, the master plan for 
higher education, and the Squaw Valley 
million dollars emergency fund. 
He also included such innocuous mat­ 
ters as permitting governmental agen­ 
cies to use each other’s 
grape 
juice 
tests and permitting the State Bar to 
increase its annual membership fees. 
He did not include such requested 
items as a new attack on narcotics vio­ 
lators, revision of the state water pro­ 
gram, or reorganization of state govern­ 
ment. 
There is more than a little sentiment 
in Sacramento that the state has grown 
too big for such arbitrary determina­ 
tion of what the legislators may or may 
not consider when they are in session. 


Many feel, too, that the rush of an elec­ 
tion year and a special session doesn't 
leave enough time for careful consider­ 
ation of issues. 
For example, as the bill requiring 
smog eliminators in cars was being 
passed, one assemblyman said to anoth­ 
er, “I wonder how many people in this 
room realize we are voting on a proposi­ 
tion more expensive than the state wa­ 
ter plan?’' 
He was basing his estimate on approx­ 
imately eight million cars in California. 
Each one now must install a smog elim­ 
inator which might cost $200. There is 
no guarantee the price won’t be that 
high, because the Assembly refused to 
put on a $100 limit. 


If it were that high, the cost of those 
alone would be one billion. 600 million 
dollars plus other millions from new 
cars which will be purchased in the im­ 
mediate future. The whole state water 
plan is to cost only one billion 750 mil­ 
lion. 
There is another angle, too. The 
state's legislators are this November 
asking the voters for a 50 per cent sal­ 
ary increase, from $500 to $750 per 
month. If they get the raise, some peo­ 
ple are saying, they should work every 
year, not just every other year in regu­ 
lar session. 
In any event, it shouldn't, be long be­ 
fore a growing California will force its 
lawmakers to meet each year in order 
to get the state's business done in an 
orderly and sensible manner.

Private Medical 
Plans Can't Work 
EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal: 
My compliments to Dr. Paul 
O'Rourke and William Demp­ 
ster for their thoughtful let­ 
ters on medical care for the 
elderly. They join Basil C. 


MacLean, M D , recently re­ 
tired president of national 
Blue Cross who recently stat­ 
ed: “experience has led me at 
last to conclude that the costs 
of care for the aged cannot 
be met, unaided, by the mech­ 
anisms of insurance or pre­ 
payment as they exist today.'* 
I do not myself criticize 
voluntary plans or commercial 
carriers for their failure to 
provide adequate comprehen­ 
sive coverage for citizens over 
60 or 65. They simply cannot 
do this, individually, and stay 
in business: they will lose out 
to other carriers whose prem­ 
iums can be lower because 
they do not cover e l d e r l y 
risks. 
Just a glance at two facts

WASHINGTON M — You 
may be glad some day that the 
census taker counted you 'way 
back in April 1960. 
People who can't locate a 
birth certificate often find 
that the Census Bureau can 
furnish an acceptable substi­ 
tute—a copy of the informa­ 
tion listed about them in cen­ 
sus files. 
Nearly one billion names, 
together with identifying data, 
are filed in an agency ware­ 
house at Pittsburg, Kan. The 
billion names include many 
duplications, of course, since 
a census is taken every 10 
years. 
You can find out what the 
files say about you by paying 
$3-$4 if you want the informa­ 
tion in a hurry. Before send­ 
ing any money, you should 
get an application form by 
writing to the bureau’s Per­ 
sonal Census Service Branch, 
at Pittsburg. 
Use of the census files 
spurted in the late 30s with 
the advent of the Social Se­ 
curity program. Many people 
had to supply proof of age in 
order to get coverage. About 
200,000 people a year now 
use the agency's special serv­ 
ice and 3v2 million have done 
so since 1936. 
Proof of age is not the only 
help the bureau can supply. 
Some people have to establish 
their relationship to someone 
else in order to claim their 
share of an estate. Such ques­ 
tions often can be settled 
through census records. 
If you were counted in 1880, 
1900 or 1920, finding your file 
should be a simple matter. 
WPA workers during the de- 


pression filed all the reports 
for those years in alphabetical 
order. 
For other years, records are 
filed according to the com­ 
munities in w'hich people were 
counted. When you send in 
an application, you must give 
your address at the time of 
the census involved and the 
names of the people you lived 
with. 
You can only apply for in­ 
formation about yourself. How 
ever, you can have your re­ 
port sent to someone else. 
Even then, you will be noti­ 
fied if the record shows some­ 
thing that might embarrass 
you. Some people, for instance 
are counted in jail.

Recently I reviewed a dozen 
or more commercial plans for 
a medium-size e m p l o y e e 
group seeking a reasonably 
broad coverage health plan. 
Very few would provide con­ 
tinuation of coverage past age 
65 even if the coverage was 
purchased while gainfully em­ 
ployed at an earlier age. Those 
that 
did 
provide 
coverage 
hedged it with reduced bene­ 
fits or increased rates or both. 
The much-touted “65 Plus" 
commercial plans offer a good 
public 
relations 
argument 
with no real substance: pre­ 
existing conditions are not 
covered, coverage is far from 
comprehensive and premiums 
are much too high for income 
which frequently r e d u c e s 
sharply with retirement. And 
if you set up a system for 
“screening” out those who are 
able to pay, you raise the ad­ 
ministrative costs substantial­ 
ly- 
There is no practical alter­ 
native but for we who are 
younger to pay now for the 
medical and health security 
of those older— confident that 
we will be similarly covered 
in our turn.

Don't Count The Navy Out As 


America's First Line Of Defense 


WASHINGTON P — The 
Navy—apostle of the moving 
duck theory as against the 
sitting duck—would like to be 
this country's first line of de­ 
fense, It may never be, but 
it’s making progress. 
Since World War II, 
the 
sea-going arm of national de­ 
fense has been overshadowed 
by the development of the 
fast, long-range bomber and 
the intercontinental ballistic 
missile (ICBM). 
Even the worth of the air­ 
craft carriers, with their short 
range planes, looked question­ 
able. 
Then the Navy began devel­ 
opment of an atomic-powered 
submarine capable of firing 
the Polaris missile—with a 
nuclear warhead, 1.200 miles. 
In time it hopes to have 45 
such subs. It has only two 
afloat now. None will be in 
operation till fall. 


LAST WEEK President Eis­ 
enhower approved stepping 
up the production rate. 
In 
three vears the Navy may 
have 21 of these submarines 
which can stay out of sight 
of an enemy, slip close to a 
continent, and start firing. 
Each Polaris sub can fire 
16 missiles. 
The Navy’s big pitch for the 
Polaris-missile submarine can 
be summed up thus: 
An enemy would know the 
launching sites of this coun­ 
try’s ICBMs and its shorter 
range missiles abroad because 
they’d be on fixed platforms, 
immovable. They’d then be 
sitting ducks for enemy mis­ 
siles turned loose in a sur­ 
prise attack. 


BUT THE POLARIS subma­ 
rines are like moving ducks 
whose locations would be un­ 
known to an enemy and—in 
ease an enemy began a missile 
attack on this country—could 
fire 
their 
own 
1,200-mile 
range missiles against any en­ 
emy target. 
And they’d be out of sight 
while they did it. 
Adm. Arlcigh Burke, chief 
of naval operations, has ar­ 
gued that if a nuclear war 
started—since all the destruc­ 
tion would be on land on both 
continents—the Navy, net a 
stationary target, would be 
the only defense line left. 
Burke doesn’t sell the air­ 
craft carrier short, either, and 


naturally, since he’s an ad­ 
miral. No matter w’hat any­ 
one else thinks of the future 
role of carriers, the Navy 
brass is high on them. 
But there’s a difference be­ 
tween the use of a carrier and 
the use of a Polaris subma­ 
rine. The former would be at 
its best in a limited war, such 
as around Formosa. The Po­ 
laris-submarine missile would 
be mainly for all-out nuclear 
war. 


BURKE HAS SPOKEN out 
a number of times on the two 
subjects: 
“As long as you need man­ 
ned aircraft for any type of 
warcraft. you’ll need carriers. 
And you’ll need manned air­ 
craft as long as you need 
search and attack missions 
where you’ve got to look for 
your target before you strike 
it.” 
He has described the use 
of the Polaris sub this way: 
It “is good for only one 
thing—to destroy cities. It’s 
the best city destroyer in the 
world. It will destroy any city 
you want — any place, any 
time. That’s all it’s good for, 
though. 
“It’s no good for destroy­ 
ing a village. It’s a good wea­ 
pon for mass destruction. Car­ 
riers on the other hand can 
do mass destruction if they 
want to, but that is not their 
primary job.” 
The Navy also puts up this 
argument: A Polaris sub costs 
about 100 million dollars. For­ 
ty-five of them would cost 4*4 
billion dollars. But they would 
last for about 20 years.

It w-as built 
23 years ago and now' suddenly 
is "dangerous.” The abutment

It's Not Smart Economy To 


Cut Costs On School Books 


Do your children have good 
school books? Are there enough 
of them to go around? 
They can’t be educated with­ 
out books. 
Remember 
the 
texts 
you 
used — the big thin geog­ 
raphies, the drab little spell­ 
ers. the fat arithmetics? They 
have been improved. Nowadays 
they are beautifully illustrated. 
They are very carefully writ­ 
ten. There are books for fast 
learners, average learners and 
slow learners. 
Teachers in some school dis­ 
tricts 
complain 
about 
text­ 
books. They say they don’t have 
enough books to go around. 
It’s odd. Some school districts 
erect expensive new buildings. 
They install fine new equip­ 
ment. They hire good teachers. 
Then they cut the book budget 
to the bone. That is not smart, 
it it? 
Another complaint is that 
school leaders order textbooks 
without consulting the teach­ 
ers. The right way to choose 
books is to have teachers and 
principals 
do 
the 
selecting. 


They should try out all avail­ 
able 
books, 
carefully. 
Then 
they should decide which ones 
are best. 
Politics shouldn’t enter into 
the choice of school books. 
I believe that neither of these 
criticisms apply h e r \ in the 
local schools. I think they do 
apply in some other places. 
Help your children take good 
care of their books. Teach them 
how to open a new book care­ 
fully, 
without 
breaking 
the 
binding. Teach them not to turn 
down ieaves. or mark the pag­ 
es. 
If the school encourages 
paper book covers, have them 
use them. 
Their books are their friends. 
They shouldn’t mistreat them.

New Car Smog 
Control Device 
Nears Market 


DETROIT (UPI)— A new device 
which would provide a “prac­ 
tical and effective solution” to 
the problem of exhaust gases 
from cars will be on the m ar­ 
ket before the end of the year, 
the president of a Portland, j 
Me., research and development 
company says. 
Herman Cohen, president of 
Norton Portland Corp., said the 
U. S. A r m y Tank-Automotive 
Command Center here has ex­ 
pressed interest in the device 
and it is now undergoing final 
tests. 
FOR ALL VEHICLES 
Cohen said his company had 
been working on development 
of the device, which fits com­ 
fortably in the palm of the 
hand, since 1947. 
Originally 
the work was concentrated on 
devices 
to 
control 
exhaust 
fumes of vehicles which oper­ 
ated inside buildings, he said, 
but work was continued until 
a device practical for all ve­ 
hicles was developed. 
Cohen said he was not in a | 
position to discuss price be­ 
cause 
the 
device would be 
m arketed 
by Ebco., 
Inc., 
a 
licensee of Norton Portland, 
but added “it will be far less 
than $100.” 
TROUBLE-FREE 
Known as “Monoxit,” the de­ 
vice will provide trouble-free 
operation for the lifetime of 
vehicles using it, Cohen said. 
By eliminating known damag­ 
ing elements it also will tend 
to lengthen the life of mufflers 
and tailpipes, which account 
for 17 to 18 per cent of the 
dollar volume of replacement 
parts sold each year, he said. 
The device is an afterburner 
which can be attached directly 
to the exhaust manifold under 
the hood of vehicles. 
It will 
ccme in “about a dozen” sizes 
to make it applicable to all 
cars. 
Air is pumped into the ex­ 
haust in a shielded ceramic 
chamber, Cohen said. 
A bat­ 
tery-powered glow-plug in the 
chamber is heated to an inten­ 
sity of burning off unburned 
hydrocarbons and carbon m on­ 
oxide. 
The 
Automobile 
Manufac­ 
turers Association, which has 
been guiding the auto indus­ 
try ’s attem pt to develop an 
exhaust control device, said it 
was not familiar with the new 
device.
